Nelson, Smith, M.L.A. for Olds, gaye 
a very’ cOmprehensive address .7an 
Dairymen’s Problems at the U. FyA. 
meeting on Saturday afternoon in thd 
city hall. : ae 

The particular. part of his address 
dealing with ‘the’ proposal of central- 
ized creamerles has special signifi- 
cance for the city of Red Deer. The 
whole scheme, a6 outlined, is a com- 
prehensive one that will rev slutionize 
the dairy industry of this country. 

There was an attendance of close to 
fifty, R. A. VanSlyke, President of 
the Red Deer Local, occupying ‘the 
chair. Among those present were 
members of the Crossroads, Spring- 
vale and Horn Hill Locais, possibly 
others. 

Before the address, a letter was 
read from W. R. Ellenwood, secretary 
of the local’ U.G.G., suggesting a 
joint meeting of the U.G.G. Directors 
and U.F.A. to hear the report of T. P. 
Parcels, who attended the convention 
in Winnipeg a few weeks ago. 

On motion of C. White, Sr., and J. 
B. Eversole, it was resolved to invite 
Mr. Parcels to give his report at the 
regular meeting of the U.F.A. on Feb. 
18, when the U.G.G. members will be 
asked to attend. 

Introducing Nelson ‘Smith, M.L.A., 
Mr.’ VanSlyke referred to the _ fact 
that four constituencies in Alberta 
had elected. Smiths in the provincial 
election. Smith, of Olds, had man- 
aged to “beat the unbeatable Duncan 
Marshall.” Mr. Smith is President 
of the Dairymen’s Association in the 
vicinity of his home. 

Mr. Smith remarked that some 
people propose an open season on 
Smiths, but the difficulty {is to know 
where to start. “Everybody had the 
name Smith until they did something 
wrote and-had to,change,” he said. 

He told how the*Alberta Datry- 
men’s Association, which had been 
partly supported by a government 
grant of $1,000 per year, had de- 
veloped a couple of years ago into an 
organization of manufacturers almost 
entirely. Last year out of a member- 
ship of 65 or 66, there were only 2 
producers. 

Thé speaker Guggested at the U-F. 
A. political convention here, about a 
year and a half ago, that an associ- 
ation of producers should be formed 
for Central Alberta. A provisional 
committee was formed, but they 
found they were up against a brick 
wall. The annual U.F.A. convention 
in Edmonton endorsed the formation 
of an Alberta Dairymen’s Association 
of producers only. The fight was 
carried to the Calgary convention. 

The result is that there is an 
executive of producers only, working 
in harmony with the Alberta Dairy- 
men’s Association up to this time. 

A suggestion came from Camrose 
U.F.A. Local that legislation ‘be 
passed empowering municipalities to 
construct and operate creameries 
similar to the Municipal Hospital plan. 
Evarts Local suggested a markets 
commission, and the two ideas have 
been combined im the proposed 
scheme. 

The milk producers of Olds, Dids- 
bury and Calgary realized the neces- 
sity of forming a pool several months 
ago, believing that they were not 
getting enough from the dealers com- 
paratively with the retail prices in 
Calgary. The Didsbury ' Marketing 
Association was formed first. Dids- 
bury and Calgary got together and 
decided that it was necessary to get 
Olds in on the echeme for protection. 

In this, the experience of the 
Fraser River Valley organization has 
been kept in mind. It is a recogniz- 
ed fact that it is necessary to have a 
contract and get the producers sign- 
ed up. This was done. The contract 
pledges the producers to deliver to 
the Association till 1924, to be 
handled in the best possible manner. 
Each contracting producer took a 
$100 share for each 8-gallon can of 
milk that he would deliver per day. 
Didsbury has signed up 85 or 90 
percent. of the producers in that dis- 
trict. Olds has a large percentage 
now, but Culgary district is making 
slower progress on account of the 
opposition of the dealers. 


The Dairymen’s Association con- 
vention will be held in Edmonton, 
February 13, 14 and 15. The pro- 


ducers’ section and the manufactur- 
ers’ section will meet separately the 
first day. There will be a joint con- 
vention with thé Alberta Fairs As- 
sociation the second day, and _ the 
two sections will meet jointly to deal 
with resolutions the third day. 

The Alberta Milk and Cream Associ- 
ation is the name applied to the pro- 
ducers’ organization, and an effort is 
being made to get 4 strong represen- 
tation in. the producers’ section of 
the convention. 

It is time that the province was 
organized to carry on its own mar- 
keting system. In two years it 
should be possible to handle all 
dairy products in this manner. 

Ontario {3 fostering such a 
scheme with a grant of $3,000,000 in 
which they are asking each of the 
200 creameries to join an association 
which will market all the product 
through this central marketing agen- 


y. 

We can do it here, only better, for 
we have a stronger co-operative spirit 
here. A committee will probably be 
appointed in Edmonton to consider 
the Ontario and Fraser River plans. 
The intention is to co-operate with 


“existing companies and manufactur- 


ers as long as they will function with 
the producers. In the alternative, it 
will be necessary to ask the provin- 
cial government to guarantee bonds 
for $1,000,000 or $1,500,000 to buy up 
the plants, similar to the way in 
which the Irrigation bonds in the 
south have been guaranteed. But in 
any case the local territories must 
be organized and the producers sign- 


ed up. 
DISCUSSION - 
R. Pye enquired about the regula-

tions for testing cows and inepecting 
stables. This must be done where 
milk is supplied to the city trade. 
Dairying has good prospects, but it 
must be organized to get the best 
financial results. 

C. White brought up the matter of 


the co-operative creamery here, 
which has been closed. 
Mr. Smith explained that the 


cream stations have been cutting in 
on the supply of local creameries un- 
til their overhead had compelled them 
to lower the prices that they could 
pay. This has happened in several 
places. On a good run, a creamery 
can operate on the overrun of butter 
over butterfat. In some Ontario 
creameries where there is a big pat- 
ronage they are able to pay 2 or 3 
cents more for butter fat than the 
price of butter. For the producer to 
get the best results, the creameries 
must be run to c:pacity. 
PROPOSE PLANT FOR 

RED DBER 

In reply to a question by H. Wal- 
lace, it is proposed to have a plant in 
the south to handle the surplus over 
what the Calgary market demands. 

Then, that a big plant should be 
operated in Red Deer, possibly anoth- 
er at Ponoka. Each creamery would 
take a block of stock in the central 
marketing agency. There would be 
various locals and several of these 
might be interested in .one plant. 
The farmer would. gend his products 
to the creamery by direct shipment. 
With the railway facilities at Red 
Deer, and the lines converging here, 
there {s an opportunity for the 
most efficient plant in Western Cana- 
da. 

CREAM STATIONS BLAMED 

Mr. Smith was é6evere in his indict- 
ment of cream stations. They are 
expensive to the producer and des- 
tructive to the quality of Alberta 
butter. Manitoba has prohibited 
their operation altogether. They 
charge 4 cents per pound, or approxi- 
mately 10 percent. of the value, for 
handling. 

There are 5 stations in Ponoka, for 
instance, which means that:the pro- 
ducers are paying five salaries: and 
other operating costs. 

Quality of butter has been lowered 
to the extent of 3 to 5 cents through 
the mis-shandling of the cream, 80 
that the cream stations are costing 
8 or 9 cents on every pound of butter 
fat they handle. 

Mr. Hepworth reminded the meet- 
ing that 4 years ago 35 percent. of the 
product dropped from Special to No. 


1. 
There was a discussion on new Zeal- 
and butter, Chinese eggs, and other 


products that are coming to the 
Canadian market, which led Mr. 
Smith to remark, “This thing of 


free trade is a big question.” Speak- 
ing of an oil that is coming in and 
infringing on the dairy industry, Mr. 
Smith referred to his action at the 
convention, saying, “I stuck my free 
trade ideas down in my pocket and 
voted to clean it out.” 
DBELEGATH APPOINTDD 


W. B. Goodacre was appointed as 
delegate to attend the Dairymen’s 
Convention in Edmonton next week, 
representing Red Deer, Crossroads 
and Springvale Locals. 

CO-OPERATIVE BUYING 

At the request of the chairman, Mr. 
Smith told the history of a very suc- 
cessful co-operative store that they 
are operating at Olds. They had a 
turnover of $28,000 in 4 months. It is 
all done on a cash and oarry basis, 
groceries only. 

The Chairman and others were 
inclined to think that the farmers are 
paying part of the cost of delivering 
goods in the city. 

The meeting seemed a little suspi- 
cious of co-operative store efforts gen- 
erally, and no action was taken.

~ ACQUITTED IN THE 
SUPREME COURT 


Defence Rests Its Case on Severe Cas. 
tigation of the Shearers and: Their 
Evidence. Jury Decide That They 
Cannot Convict on Evidence of Self- 
Confessed Horse Thieves, Perjurers 
and: Forgers, Unsupported. 


It took all day Wednesday and 
Thursday to hear the evidence in the 
trial of A. H. Russell, K.C., on charg- 
es of subornation of perjury and 
fabrication of evidence, as submitted 
by the Crown, through Hugh Mac- 
Donald, K.C., Edmonton, special coun- 
sél, and the cross-examination of wit- 
nesses by J. McKinley Cameron, Cal- 
gary, counsel for the accused. 

The defence did not call any wit- 
nesses or present any evidence, rely- 
ing on discrediting the witnesses for 
the Crown. 

The addresses of counsel occupied 
the whole forenoon session on Friday. 
Mr. MacDonald spoke for an hour and 
forty minutes. Mr. Cameron spoke 
for an hour and fifty minutes. 

When court re-assembled in the af- 
ternoon, His Honor Chief Justice 
Harvey delivered his charge to the 
jury in»a half-hour address. 

The jury retired and reported 13 
minutes later that they had reached 
a verdict. The verdict was “Not 
Guilty,” and on this they were unani- 
mous. 

His Honor stated that, he was glad 
the jury had been able to reach that 
verdict, and had decided that such 
serious charges had not been proven 
against a member of the legal profes- 
sion. He dismissed the accused. 

THE EVIDENCE 

Ira Shearer, Owen Shearer and Mrs. 
Ira Shearer told the story of their 
dealings with Russell along much the 
same lines as it was told on pre- 
vious occasions, and as it had been 
liberally reported in the press from 
time to time. 

Coupled with their story were num- 
erous admissions of thefts of horses 
and cattle, of defacing of brands, of 
manufacturing false bills of sale, 
of forging the names of the Mc- 
Knights to these bills (the McKnights 
having left the country), of commit- 
ting perjury on various occasions, and 
otherwise disregarding the laws of 
civilized society. 

They swore that Russell had aid- 
ed and abetted them in incenting 
them to swear to stories that were 
not true, and in fabricating a false 
stock book that would appear to con- 
firm their stories. And particularly 
that~Rwussell ‘had: ‘been. responsible for 
laying the blame on Conporal Mahoney 
of the A.P.P. for suppressing bills of 
sale which Russell thought would not 
get by with the Court if they were 
produced. 

Mr. Cameron was severe in _ his 
cross-examination, particularly of 
Owen Shearer, whom he had under 
gruelling castigation and cross-exam- 
ination for four hours. ‘Mr. Cameron 
estimated that if*Owen Shearer had 
been sentenced to the limit for the 
crimes which he has admitted, he 
would have been sentenced to life and 
52 years. : 

Evidence was given by Mr. Mc- 
Knight, Sr., regarding the departure 
of his sons. 

Inspector Fisher gave evidence as 
to certain matters concerning the 
arrest of the Shearers and the nature 
of their confessions. 

Corporal Mehoney testified that he 
had never received the bills of sale 
referred to in former trials, and for 
the disappearance of which he had 
been blamed. 

Postmaster Edis gave formal 
evidence on the sending of a 
certain registered letter from Rus- 
sell & McClure’s office to Rocky 
Mountain House, where Ira Shearer 
was living at that time. 

In view of the peculiar nature of 
the evidence, and the fact that it has 
been hashed over so often The News 
prefers, in this instance, to give a 
fairly detailed review of the addresses 
of counsel and His Worship’s charge 
to the jury, which deals with the 
fundamental points of the case, as 
follows:

HELD JULY 17-18-19 


Contracts Made for Midway and Plat- 
form Attractions—Secretary. Welton 
Tenders Modified Resignation. 


The Directors of the Agricultural 
Society met in the Secretary's office 
on Saturday afternoon. Dr. F. A. 
McEwan, President, was in the chair.

THE 1922 FAIR 


J. F. Day reported on the Western 
Canada Fairs Association convention 
at Brandon, which he attended as the 
delegate of the Society. The pro- 
ceedings had been agreeable and har- 
monious throughout. The dates for 
the Red Deer Fair had been set for 
July 17, 18 and 19 immediately fol- 
lowing Edmonton, as has heen the 
practice in recent years. 

The Class B. Fairs, of which Red 
Deer is a member, have contracted 
with Snapp Bros. for the Midway. 
They undertake to provide and exhi- 
bit t less than eighteen shows, in- 
cluding Water Show, Minstrel Show, 
Athletic Show, Model Farm, Motor- 
drome, and several others. They will 
operate not less than 5 rides (carry- 
us-all, sea planes, whip, ferris wheel, 
frolic.) They contract for a minimum 
of 300 feet frontage for concessions 
and pay an additional $250 for ex- 
clusive wheel privilege. The shows 
and rides will be ,operated on per- 
centage basis as heretofore. 

Contract for free platform attrac- 
tions, reputed to be well above the 
average, was entered into with a 
New York firm at a cost of $850 for 
the Fair. 

On motion of R. B. Welliver and FE. 
W. Bjorkeland, a vote of thanks was 
extended to Mr. Day for so ably at- 
tending to the Society’s business at 
the Convention. 

On motion of E. W. Bjorkeland and 
H. G. Stone, the contract with Snapp 
‘Bros. for the Midway was approved. 

The canvass for 10-year members 
has not progressed far since. the last 
meeting for various reasons, but will 
be - revived. . : 

Letters were read drom attraction 
and advertising firms, and either filed 
or referred to committees. 

The President, Dr. McEwan, was 
appointed—delegate. to the annual 
meeting of the Alberta Fairs Oci- 
ation at Edmonton on February. 14 
and 15. Mr. Day will attend in his 
official capacity as President of the 
Association. 

The Directors decided to wage war 
on the scrub bull, and will forward a 
resolution of the Alberta Fairs Associ- 
ation urging action. This was decid- 
ed on motion of J. F. Day and J. 
Cruickshank. i 

J. E. Welton tendered his resig- 
nation as secretary, as of March 1, 
unless the Board were willing to pay 
him a straight salary of $45.00 per 
month, instead of the present ar- 
rangement of a guaranteed salary of 
$400.00 with a bonus of 20 percent. of 
any surplus on the 1922 Fair opera- 
tions. Mr. Welton is dubious about 
the surplus, and feels that he cannot 
possibly do the work for $400. 

On motion of R. B. Welliver, sec- 
onded by J. Cruickshank, it was 
agreed to lay Mr. Welton’s resigna- 
tion on the table, and that the matter 
be discussed at a meeting of the Di- 
rectors to be held at an early date. 

There was a general discussion re- 
garding the financial situation. Mr. 
Day proposed that the Directors who 
had not signed the guarantee bond 
should be asked to give their personal 
note to the Society for a stated sum, 
said note to be discounted by the 
Society with a view to cleaning up 
the present unpaid accounts owing on 
last year’s Fair. The Society, in 
turn, will give its note to the Direc- 
tor. 

Mr. Day was appointed chairman of 
a committee that he will arrange to 
carry on this plan. 

At the request of the Red Deer 
Advocate, the officers of the Society 
were authorized to negotiate a note 


in favor of the Advocate for the 
amount of its account. 
The meeting adjourned until the 


call of the President. 


An informal meeting of the Direc- 
tors was held after adjournment and 
discussed the secretary's resignation. 
It was’ thought best to advertise for 
a secretary-treasurer and treat the 
secretary's letter as an application. 

As this meeting had no legal status, 
a special meeting of the Directors 
will be caled to consider the matter.

Lt.Col. J. D. Wilson, Inspector of 
Fisheries for Alberta, visited Sylvan 
Lake between 26th and 30th January. 
During a patrol of the lake he found 
a man named Victor Koski engaged in 
fishing with two nets. This man was 
prosecuted before A. McCaskill, J.P., 
for fishing with nets without a license 
and also for using a 3% inch~ mesh, 
the use of which is not permitted in 
Alberta. Fine $10.00 and costs. The 
Inspector states that the use of nets 
is prohibited in Sylvan Lake, - Pine 
Lake and Gull Lake, these being con- .. 
sidered too small to permit net fish- 
ing and are lakes that the Depart- 
ment consider should be restricted to 
angling. 

He points out that the catch of 
perch and pike is limited by law to 
25 per day, and states that persons 
caught violating the fishing regula- 
tions, especially in netting dish in'the 
above lakes, will be severely dealt 
with. . 

The Inspector further states that 
he will assist in getting Sylvan Lake 
stocked with pickerel, and will try 
to prevent unfdir regulations such as 
prohibiting fishing in tributaries of 
the Red Deer River near Red Deer 
being put into force in the future.

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OUR DAIRY INDUSTRY 


Among the cherished traditions of 
Red Deer -will be found the record 
of our dairy industry a few years ago. 
. Taking the lead for the province in 
herds and products, in exhibitions, 
competitions, and on the open mar- 
ket, the fame of Red Deer went far 
afield. 

The outbreak of the war, with the 
enhanced value of grain, the scarcity 
and the high cost of labor, wrought 
havoc with our record and reputation. 
Distance from the larger civic centres 
put Red Deer pretty well out of the 
running in the matter of milk supply 
for these places and our industry was 
gradually allowed to lapse into inac- 
tivity, largely. Some of the best 
dairy herds were dispersed, and 
others allowed to dwindle. 

Last year, the bottom fell out of 
grain prices. This year, the supply 
and cost of labor have undergone 
radical change. In these particulars, 
the conditions are largely back to 
normal for the dairyman. 


What of the market? ‘The experi- 
ences of the past year or more in 
connection with the grain markets 
have impressed the imperative need 
for an outlet for products. Without 
consumers, production is folly. The 
more perishable the product, the 
more imperative is the ready outlet. 

Trade experts assure us that the 
Old Land will provide a ready mar- 
ket for our products. In the mean- 
time, it is state that British Columbia 
will absorb all the dairy products of 
Alberta, providing the quality is 
sufficiently high. If the quality is 
not the best, British Columbia will 
buy from New Zealand or elsewhere. 

It is a startling fact that three 
years ago, the quality of Alberta 
butter went down with. a thud. 35 
percent. of the production dropped 
from “Special” to No. 2 grade, as 
compared with the previous year’s 
record. 

What was the trouble? Careless, 
unsatisfactory conditions on some of 
the farms, unsanitary and inefficient 
operation of cream stations, and, in 
a few cases, lowering of the standard 
of workmanship in the creameries. 

But, a change is coming over the 
industry. The producers are realiz- 
ing the necessity of getting the pro- 
duct on to the market with a mini- 
mum of expense in handling and a 
maximum of quality in the finished 
product. Alberta butter must be 
able to meet any competition and 
yield satisfactory results to the man 
-who owns the dairy herd. 

It was a wonderful plan of co-oper- 
ative efficiency that Nelson Smith, M. 
L.A., Olds, unfolded to the meeting 
of the U.F.A. on Saturday. It was 
not the financial dream of an idealist, 
but the practical proposition of a 
hard-headed business man. Feasible? 
Certainly. 

Of special interest to Red Deer is 
tie sugestion that in the working out 
of the plan, Red Deer would probably 
have the biggest and most efficient 
creamery plant in Western Canada. 

Surrounded by territory second to 
none, with a type of farmers that pos- 
eess the energy and the enterprise, 
and with railways converging here, 
there is no valid reason why Red 
Deer should not reinstate herself as 
the dairy centre of Western Canada. 

Eliminate the cream station, im- 
prove the conditions on the farm, 
get the supply to the creamery in the 
best possible condition, employ ex: 
perts in the manufacture, market 
effectively, and the succese is assur- 
ed. 

The country owes a debt of grati- 
tude to men like Mr. Smith who are 
blazing the trail. The object is 
worthy of the support of our Board 
of Trade and other civic as well as 
agricultural organizations. Let Red 
Deer take her place in the vanguard, 
pow.

The auditor’s report was presented, 
and discussion ensued as to having it 
printed. It was moved by Ald. Smith, 
seconded by Ald. Broughton, that 
typewritten copies of the auditor’s 
report ‘be published and forwarded to 
the Banks and Bond Houses in ac- 
cordance with past custom. Lost, 
Ald. Broughton, Goodey and Smith 
voting yea. 

It was then moved by .Ald. Gibson, 
seconded by Ald. Best, that the city 
office prepare 18 copies of the Audi- 
tor‘s report of the city of Red Deer’s 
finances for 1921. Carried, with the 
understanding that the report would 
be printed if found necessary for the 
bond holders. 

Kenneth Bowman, E.E., Edmonton, 
made application for re-appointment 
as auditor for the current year at 
the same salary, $420. It was agreed 
that a by-law should be ‘prepared to 
this effect. 

It was pointed out by the City Com- 
missioner that legislation passed last 
year prohibited members of the 
Council from being members of the 
Board of Health. The new regulation 
ig that the Board shall be .composed 
of the Mayor, Medical Health Officer, 
the City Engineer, where there is 
one, and three ratepayers, not mem- 
bers of Council, who will hold office 
for 1, 2 and 8 years respectively. Ex- 
Ald. Stone is still eligible, but Ald. 
Goodey and Ald. Gibson are disquali- 
fied by the Act. The latter will re- 
sign,and two interested citizens will be 
appointed to the vacancies at the 
next meeting of Council. 

Dr. Henry George wrote thanking 
the Council for their consideration, 
but stating that he could not accept 
$280 salary as Medical Health Officer. 
He would accept $365 for the posi- 
tion, otherwise he asked to be reliev- 
ed of the duties. 

Ald. Gibson sumbitted a motion to 
advertise for a Medical Health Offi- 
cer, applicants to state salary requir- 
ed, as the School ‘Board had done in 
selecting a secretary-tneasurer. 

The Mayor counselled delay. With 
the poasibility of an epidemic, the 
city must act cautiously. He hoped 
that Dr. George might yet accept the 
offer. 

Ald. Broughton contended that ad- 
vertising for a M.H.O. was differ- 
ent from avertising for a secretary- 
treasurer.

This report precipitated quite a 
lengthy argument. . Ald. Gibson 
thought that the business should be 
divided pro rata to the manner in 
which the burden of taxation was 
being borne by the different agents. 

Ald. Smith said that the holding of 
property was a business proposition, 
in which ‘tthe owner was looking to 
his own fenefit and not merely for 
the benefit of the city. 

Ald. Smith and Best moved that 
‘the insurance expiring on Feb. 10 be 
divided equally among the five agen- 
cies. Lost. 

The meaning of the term “pro rata” 
was the subject of argument between 
Ald. Gibson and Ald. Smith. 

In view of the large amount of in- 
surance now carried by the J. Malcolm 
Co., it was moved by Ald. Gibson, sec- 
onded by Ald. Broughton,@that the 
insurance be divided as follows:. Geo. 
Lindsay, $3,100; Latimer & Botterill, 
$3,700; R. B. Welliver, $2,400; J. 
Percival, $2,300. This was carried, 
Ald. Smith opposing. 

It was agreed that it be laid down 
as a policy that business should be 
divided in proportion to taxes paid. 
Ald. Smith opposed. . 

The estimates for the Public School 
Board were reported as given else- 
where in this issue. Discussion en- 
sued in regard to paying the $15,000 
which the School Board had borrowed 
from the Royal Bank last year. The 
‘matter was laid over for consider- 
ation. 

DISCUSSION ON SALARIES 

Ald. Best urged at the outset that 
each case should be taken upon its 
individual merits and that the deci- 
sions that had been reached at the 
previous meeting should be re-con- 
sidered. 

Ald. Smith adhered to his former 
stand that as the city was now sup- 
posed to be paying according to men’s 
capabilities, a 10% reduction all 
round would ‘pe fair. 

Ald. Broughton contended that the 
salaries paid now were practically 
the same as they were in 1914, and it 
would be an injustice to the men to 
reduce them further. 

Ald. Gibson was not satisfied that 
the present scale of salaries was 
equitable, and favored dealing with 
them indiyidually. 

It was pointed ‘out that owing to 
inability to get men to sleep at the 
Fire Hall, Mr. Taylor and Mr. Harvey 
had slept there every night since 
August, ‘i 

It was agreed to reopen the matter 
of the Fire Chief's salary, and Ald. 
Test moved that it remain as at 
present. 

The Mayor agreed that every em- 
ployee must have a living wage, but he 
could not see how they could expect 
any relief from the School Board in 
the matter of salaries if the City 
didn’t reduce salaries. The Trustees’ 
Conventions in Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan were insisting that teachers 
salaries must be reduced. It was not 
a matter of choice or sentiment, the 
City’s financial condition made reduc- 
tions imperative. 

Ald. Broughton insisted that these 
men had ‘taken their salaries and 
done their work faithfully when com- 
mon laborers would not take work at 
75 cents per hour. 

Ald. Gibson and Broughton then 
moved that the Fire Chief's salary be 
set at $130 per month. This was Car- 
ried. Ald. Smith and the Mayor 
opposed. 

It being evident that harmony did 
not exist on the subject, more discus- 
sion followed. Ald. Goodey and 
Broughton then submitted a motion 
to reduce all salaries over $1,500 10%, 
and all salaries under $1,500 5%, this 
to apply to full time employees only. 

‘A compromise was finally made as 
indicated above. 

The Mayor receded from this de- 
mand for salary reduction to oppose 
any cut in the Commissioner’s salary. 
The work had been increased and the 
Commissioner was carrying a heavy 
responsibility, not comparable with 
any of the others. 

Ald. Broughton supported the stand 
taken by the Mayor. The Commis- 
sioner was not overpaid. 

Commissioner Stephenson stated 
that he was satisfied to take the cut, 
and insisted that Council could not 
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conyince the ratepayers that it was 
right to leave his salary at the old 
figure, after reducing the other men. 

Ald. Gibson agreed that there 
would certainly be criticism, and 
justly so. 

Ald. Best insisted that he would 
not consent to the other reductions if 
the Commissioner’s salary was not 
cut. 

The Commissioner thought it might 
be possible to do without a stenog- 
rapher for 4 months in the summer. 
He would undertake to hold stenog- 
rapher’s ealary down to $600. 

In regard to the Mayor's salary, 
His Worship stated that he would be 
agreeable to Council taking the sal- 
ary away altogether if he thought 
they would be doing justice to the 
oncoming men. “If.I served for years 
for nothing,” he said, “I couldn't re- 
pay what I owe to this place. I have 


had some hard bumps but I owe a 


lot to Red Deer.” 


The estimates proper will be taken 
up at the next meeting of Council.

ANSWERS LETTER 


The Editor of The News. 
Sir,— 

It is interesting to see Mr. Biggins, 
who is the -official watch dog of 
Christian Science for Alberta, bob- 
bing up again. He has been silent 
for such a long time that I was 
afraid he was dead; though, of course, 
I have heard that Christian Scien- 
tists don’t die. When I was in. Cal- 
gary about a week ago I found quite 
a flurry because a member or adher- 
ent of the Christian Science church 
had been neglected and allowed to 
die. -When I heard the details of 
the case, I wondered why appendi- 
citis was not added to the diseases 


exempted by Mrs. Eddy from the 
practice of her healers, and why they 
wouldn’t give a hypodermic injection 
when the official text book provides 
for it. In taking notice of the let- 
ter from the Alberta apostle in your 
last week's issue, and let us not for- 
get that he must do something to 
hold his official position, it is hard 
to keep in mind the advice of Dr. 
Max Wertheimer, who is one of the 
army of men and women who, seeing 
the error of their way, turn their 
back in humiliation and disgust upon 
the sytem falsely called Christian 
Scienc.. In his book, “Why I left 
Christian Science,” he says, “Honest 
error is to be pitied not ridiculed.” 
In hastening to the defence of Mrs. 
Eddy, this Alberta apostle tells us 
what a good woman her mother was, 
Ahough I made no reference to her 
mother. What makes this defence 
more absurd is that he quotes fro 
Mrs. Eddy’s own writings, Retrospec- 
tion and Introspection. His next 
and only other attempt to defend Mrs. 
Eddy to be all she claimed to be is a 
testimony from her cousin, H. H. 
Smith, whose words sound very much 
like the censored echoes from Boston 
that have visited Red Deer. I fancy 
that even our mother-in-law would 
give most of us a "Ccharacter,” how 
much more our cousins, especially if 
they were devotees of the cult that 
calls Mrs. Eddy Leader. The state- 
ments that I quoted were made under 
affidavit by people who knew the 
facts. ‘My only reason for replying 
at any length is because he accuses 
me of misrepresentation, which is a 
serious charge. Why doesn’t the 
Alberta apostle deal with the state- 
ments that I made re. the facts in the 
case? He quotes her cousin Smith 
as sufficient evidence of Mrs. Eddy’s

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Facts are stubborn things, and, the 
fact is that her brother Albert entered 
college when she was nine years old 
and left home when she was thirteen.

MR. McDONALD’'S ADDRBSS 
Gentlemen of the Jury: 


+ We are finishing an unpleasant task. 

Unpleasant for you in being called 
to give a verdict on the conduct of a 
fellow townsman, and a barrister in 
your city for years. Unpleasant for 
me, to prosecute a fellow barrister. 
For His Lordship to try a member of 
the profession from which all judges 
are called. 


The position of a barrister is dif- 
ferent from that of a_layman. The 
profession is surrounded by traditions. 
The confidence of the public placed in 
the profession should produce the 
highest standard of conduct. Acts 
that might be condoned in an ordinary 
layman ‘are not necessarily tolerated 
in a-barrtster. Matters of privacy are 
disclosed to us, domestic relations are 
unfolded to us, business matters are 
confided to us, not to be abused but 
to be respected, 

‘Law looks on these confidences as 
peculiarly significant. A barrister is 
not compelled to disclose any confi- 
dence reposed-in him by his client 
without the consent of the client. In 
the eyes of the law, the confidence 
placed in a solicitor is more sacred 
than the confidences of the Confes- 
sional. 

You trust us with your disburse- 
ments, and there is a particular and 
specific duty imposed on us which 
calls for a higher ideal of personal 
conduct. 


A barrister has certain duties to 
perform for which he may at times 
be thought dishonest, when, in law, 
he is not. He must defend a client, 
even though he knows the client is 
guilty. He must see that the accused 
fs given a fair trial, ‘that evidence 
which is not legal is excluded, notwith- 
standing any knowledge he may have 
to the contrary, if he lives up to the 
obligations imposed on him. You saw 
a young gentleman sworn in as a 
barrister in this court, you heard the 
solemn oath of office he took, that he 
would adhere to the rules of law and 
evidence. 

However, it is no part of the duty 
or obligation of any barrister to aid 
or abet any client in committing per- 
jury. Such practice is illegal. 

What is subornation of perjury? 
The law defines it as “counselling or 
procuring a person to commit any per- 
jury that is actually committed.” To 
establish the charge, it is necessary 
to: (1) establish the fact that the 
perjury has been committed and (2) to 
show that the accused has counselled 
or procured that perjury. 

Counsel for the accused, in his 
cross-examination of witnesses, has 
seemed to infer that there has been 
no procuring by the accused, because 
the Shearers had already prepared 
their minds and morals for such acts 
before they came under Russell’s in- 
fluence: that Russell did not find in- 
nocent persons and corrupt them. j 
From this he seems to infer that the 
accused had nothing to do with their 
crime. 

It is not an element in the crime of 
subornation that the accused should 
have seduced these people from the 
path of rectitude. If counsel takes a 
person, knowing he is going to commit 
perjury, and guides, directs and em- 
bellishes, jhe is assisting and direct- 
ing in the committing of the crime. 
In that case, he is guilty of counsel- 
ling and procuring in the commission 
of perjury. Even though he had wil- 
ling tools, if the accused aided and 
counselled them in their crimes, he is 
guilty of the offence as charged. 

I warned ‘you at the beginning of 
this trial that some of the witnesses 
that would be called were self-con- 
fessed perjurers, that three of them, 
at least, had been horse thieves and 
had been convicted, and that one or 
two of them had been implicated in 
forgery. I did that, so that you could 
study them on the witness stand, not 


as to their past characters, but to, 
decide if they were now telling the 


truth. 

The character of the Shearers is 
well established. Ira has been found 
guilty of horse etealing, and has spent 
10 months in Fort Saskatchewan. 
Harry has tbeen convicted of horse 
stealing. Owen admits implication, 
which is the same as theft. All have 
admitted that they are  perjurers. 
Their past character lays their evi- 
dence open to very serious question. 
You are bound to weigh that evidence 
scrupulously with doubt and suspicion. 

But, mark you, even a horse thief, 
a perjurer and a forger can tell the 
truth at times. Notwithstanding 
their past, were they telling the truth 
in the box? 

‘My duty is different from 'that of my 
learned: friend, Mr. Cameron. His 
duty ‘is ‘to ‘take 'the evidence, exclude 
what he can, and bring forth what he 
may desire. The duty of the Crown 
{sg to lay all the facts before 'the jury, 
to find out whatis'the truth. Tf I had 
evidence, even now, that would acquit 
the accused, it would be my duty to 
submit it. 

(Much has been said in examination 
and much will be said about the sen- 
tences of Carlos, Harry, Ira, etc. My 
learned friend will infer that evidence 
has been adduced by the paucity of 
their punishment. 
to support that inference. Every one 
of theso witnesses has been free and 
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independent. Three of them have 
been sentenced. To suggest ‘that the 
nature of their sentences wae an in- 
ducement is an insult to the Judiciary. 
There are no charges standing over 
any one of them. They were free to 
tell any other tale if it was true. It 
is for you to ascertain if their story 
is true. j 

‘Have the Shearers told the truth? 
Look at their conduct with their char- 
acter in mind. Even before last Jan- 
uary they were willing to lie. They 
knew the McKnights were out of the 
country and ft was known that they 
had been mixed up ‘with these people. 
They selegted the McKnights because 
of intimacy, and were prepared to 
swear they got the horses honestly. 
Const. Marks went out to their place, 
they recognized him, and declined to 
sell the animal in question. They 
prepared themselves,.. forthwith, to 
commit perjury, and they do commit 
forgery in preparing the bills of sale 
dated May 17, as shown to Corp. 
Mahoney. But the bills of sale re- 
ferred to here in January were dated 
July 7, Aug. 2 and Aug. 10. 

That was the story at Ira’s prelim- 
inary and that was to be their story 
at Stettler in October, they say. They 
say that Russell told them to get sam- 
ples of McKnight’s signatures. New 
bills of sale are prepared and an effort 
made by Owen.to duplicate the signa- 
ture of John McKnight. The degree 
of their intelligence is shown by the 
fact that they thought ‘they were 
alright up to this time with euch docu- 
ments to prove their innocence. Cer- 
tain dates had been given in the pre- 
liminary evidence. The Shearers had 
been there, had heard these, but it 
did not penetrate their intelligence 
that they could not make their story 
stick. It took a brighter mind, a 
keener intellect and a knowledge of 
evidence to do that. 

The bills of sale were absurd on 
their face if the animals were still in 
the owner's hands. It would be easy 
to disprove the signatures, but that 
didn’t occur to the Shearers. 


Having shown the Dill of sale to 
the police, they could not abandon 
that line of defence. It would be 
fatal not to produce the bills. It was 
impossible to go into court unable to 
produce the bills of sale. Yet, up to 
the Stettler trial, the Shearers were 
prepared to go through with this 
despite the calamitous resulis that 
were imminent. . 

“These bills will not do,” says Rus- 
sell. They had to be accounted for, 
if not produced. Hereafter, we have 
a new brand of perjury. 

Mrs. Shearer, didn’t intend giving 
evidence at Stettler, but the idea was 
suggested of bringing her in to swear 
that Mahoney was alone in the house 
with Ira and Mrs. Shearer and that 
the bills had been given to him. 


What brilliant mind suggested this? 
Not Shearers. That was a master 
stroke. Make a charge againet the 
police that would strip a policeman 
and his Inspector of their uniforms 
and place them in the dock. Go on 
with the McKnight story, get away 
from producing the bills of sale and 
accuse the police. 

Shearers say that Russell asked for 
an old stock book. They had had one, 
necessarily, in their business, but one 
of the boys had lost it. “Can you get 
one?” Owen says ‘he got it from Bill 
Mason, went over it and made certain 
entries. Marked leaves in the book 
show distinct entries covering ‘the pur- 
ported transactions in the bill of sale. 
Shearers had not thought of that. To 
make it look more genuine, the bril- 
liant mind suggested entries covering 
a year or more, written with different 
pencils. Do you think Shearers con- 
_ ceived that? e : 

Russell was retained by the Shearers 
‘right after their arrest. Ira says they 
told him the facts then. Russell ap- 
peared for them at all the prelimi- 
naries. Corporal Mahoney was cross- 
examined by Ruesell. There was not 
the slightest mention of any bills of 
sale being given to Mahoney by Ira and 
Mrs. Shearer. Since Ira depended on 
these documents to clear him, is it 
reasonable to suppose that they didn’t 
tell Russell that the bills: of sale were 
in the hands of the police. Russell 
knew the police had no right to sup- 
press these documents, yet not a word 
ig said to the police, or any enquiry, 
till 2 or 3 days before the trial one 
year ago. ‘ 

Ira was to come wp in Stettler in 
October, and in Red Deer in January. 
These bills of sale covered the stock 
involved in both charges, and yet not 
n word to produce them before the 
Stettler trial. 

The big switch was made at Stet- 
tler from one brand of perjury to the 
other. A brighter mind than Muy of 
the Shearers was responsible, Their 
mental agility was limfted, as shown 
in the brand of perjury they had pro- 
posed to follow. 

As of necessity, the evidence was 
largely that of the Shearers. Bear 
in mind their moral fibre. Mrs. 
Shearer says she was provided with a 
written statement of the story she 
was to tell, also Ira, Owen and Carlos. 
Ira and Owen say the same thing. 
They had their own story up to the 
Statitler trial, but tt had to be re- 
adjusted and a book prepared. It 
was a brilliant story, written out in 
longhand to be studied. The trial at 
Stettler did not come off, and the 
statements were haned back as re- 
quested. 

Before the Red Deer trial, type- 
written statements were prepared and 
mailed to Ira at Rocky Mountain 
House by registered letter. Ira and 
‘his wife say they got this letter and 
that it contdined these statements. 


They learned the story by heart and 
handed the statements in to Ruseell 
each morning, getting them baci at 
night. They stuck to that story, ~ 
In the box here, Mrs. Shearer coulé 
not remember what evidence she gave 
on that occasion. She could remem- 
ber facts, but she couldn't remember 


Ly 


that fabricated story. 


Mrs. Shearer’s memory is bad, and 
the story prepared for her as pro- 
duced in this court is singularly free 
from such specific details as definite 
dates or certain anfmals. In _ this 
witness box, the woman showed evi- 
dence of stupidity. Only parts of 
that statement were not true; these 
parts referred to the bills of sale and 
the’ Mahoney incident. 


It is necessary for a solicitor to 
take down a statement of what evi- 
dence his witness can give, only a 
superman could do otherwise. But 
can you conceive of counsel giving the 
story back to the witness to study 
and memorize if the story is true. If 
ft isn’t true, there is a real reason to 
give it back. 


Moreover, there was no sound reas- 
on for taking back the originals at 
Stettler and substituting others if 
the evidence was true. 


All the Crown seeks is the truth. 
it is not necessary for the accused to 
prove his innocence. It is your duty 
to acquit him if you have reasonable 
doubt of his guilt. If you are without 
reasonable doubt; it is your duty to 
convict him. Consider the.past rec- 
ord of the witnesses, consider that 
they may be telling 'the truth now in 
epite of that, and decide if they are. . 


The Crown leaves the decision with 
you. 


MR. CAMERON'S ADDRESS 


Gentlemen of the Jury: 


The Crown case has been presented 
by my learned friend, Mr. MacDonald, 
with very great ability, and as much 
fairness, or even more, 'than usual by 
Crown Counsel. The case as pre- 
sented to you has been made as strong 
as it could possibly have (been. 

It is your duty to decide the 
guilt or innocence of the accused. 
His Lordship will instruct you _ re- 
garding the law. You must be gov- 
erned by ‘the evidence given in this 
Court. The opinions expressed by 
counsel do not count. 

Russell is not being tried on a 
breach of professional eiquette. We 
have a committee of the Law Society 
to deal with such matters. 

Specific, concrete charges have 
been made against Mr. Russell in 
this Court regarding the drawing up 
of bills of sale dated July 7, August 
2 and August 10, and that these bills 
were handed to Russell. Did Owen 
Shearer need any assistance from out- 
side to prepare ‘these? I submit 
that he did not. 

The Crown has failed to prove that 
these bills of sale were ever seen in 
the possession of Russell. There has 
been very Hittle evidence submitted 
on the specific charges mentioned. 
The defendant is not required to 
make any defence till the Crown 
produces some reasonable suspicion 
for his guilt. 

Russell comes into this Court with 
the presumption of innocence which 
is the right of every defendant. 

The Crown complains that Russell 
did not enquire about the bills of 
sale in the early stages of the case. 
But it is generally considered as good 
legal practice to withhold defence 
evidence. Shearers say ‘that they 
gave the bills to Russell. And isn’t 
it just as reasonable to suppose that 
the Shearers concocted the _ story 
themselves. One theory has as much 
right to be considered as the other. 
You are to be governed by the facts. 

I doubt that the evidence of the 
Postmaster corrobarates any eyi- 
dence implicating “Russell in connec- 
tion with these purported statements. 
The Crown called Mahoney to show 
that he is not a thief or something of 
that kind, ‘but this case @tands or 
falls on the evidence of 'the Shearers. 
I have never heard of ‘a subornation 
of perjury charge being established by 
the evidence of perjurers. 

Russell is not entitled to any more 
or less consideration than a clerk or 
afarmer. But I submit that he is con- 
fronted only with the evidence of per- 
jurers themselves. 

A remarkable feature is the fact 
that while the penalty for perjury is 
14 years in ‘penitentiary, this family 
walk in here (and worst of all @alk 
out again) in plain clothes. This 
horse thief, Ira, stated in tthe dock 
here last fall that he was being de- 
fended by the Crown. If that becom- 
es known, we will have a fine class 
of immigrants flooding into this 
country. Was it a mistake when he 
said that? I don't think any ordin- 
ary lawyer like myself could have 
kept him out of jail—and he is out. 

The Shearers are the greatest fam- 
ily of horse ‘thieves that have ever 
come into this country. Do you 
think for a minute that all the stock 
they stole was covered by those three 
bills of gale? Did you see how Owen 
stammered when I questioned him 
here about what shipments he had 
made over the C.N.R.? There has 
been a lot of stock disappearing all 
these years, and it was not all lost 
in the sloughs. Business was so good 
with Owen that he got Ira to move 
over to Gadsby to help him. But 
you are not trying the Shearers. Our 
only consolation is that “The King can 
do no wrong.” 

The only place thata Shearer could 
be good is in jail, and they are not 
good even there. Even the state- 
ments sworn to before Inspector Fish- 
er by Carlos were not true. 

Is it a respectable man's astion to 
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"S say, “Blame At on Mahoney"? , Two 
of the Shearers swore’ that; Mahoney 


took the bills. 
honey {is not in the pen, because no- 
body believes the Shearers. Inspec- 
tor Fisher is not in the ‘pen either 
because of what the Shearers say he 
did; and he hae no right to be. 

Not one of the six perjuring Shear- 
ers has-served a day for perjury. My 
learned friend says that “even a horse 
thief, a perjurer and a forgerer could 
tell the truth,” but not a Shearer. I 
should apologize for taking so much 
time in cross-examination of these 
witnesses; its only result was to 
show how near a man caniget to tot- 


}al depravity. 
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You cannot convict an 
without corroboration of evidence. 
According to law, one accomplice 
cannot corroborate another accom- 
plice. One Shearer cannot corrobor- 
ate another. Possibility alone will 
not corroborate. 


Referring to Ira Shearer’s evidence 
(and I might say here that for a 
Shearer to kiss the Bible approaches 
blasphemy as nearly as possible), he 
contradicts Inspector Fisher, and I'd 
pick Inspector Fisher as the more 
truthful of the two. 


Owen, the brains of the greatest 
horse-thieving gang that ever infested 
this country, is careful not to swear 
that he took the horses. He only 
eays that Russell told him to say 
that; the act has not been proven. 
In defiant, boastful attitude, he ad- 
mits everything—and is whitewashed. 
Owen says that Carlos double cross- 
ed him; is it any wonder that they 
double-crossed their solicitor? 


Is it a joke to accuse Russell of 
corrupting the Shearers, A man 
who can deface brands with a_ hot 
fron, and sign bills of sale with his 
left hand, must have had a whole 
house full of bills of sale. Nobody 
ou to fix up dates for such as 

e. 

Rosfe Shearer balked in the wil- 
ness box, showing her good judg- 
ment. Her decency was reviving; 
she was not born a Shearer. We 
must give her credit for seeing the 
sin and shame of turning on their 
own solicitor. It would be well to 
summon them all for perjury. 

They never confessed the frame-up 
till Baster Monday. Note the cir- 
cumstances. Carlos and Harry had 
been sentenced. Ira was facing trial. 


accused 


Owen, artful dodger, was at large. 
The defence had fallen down in the 
trial of Carlos and Harry. Being 
sore, they must blame it on some- 


body. Ira is arrested for perjury on 
the very.eve of his trial for horse 
stealing. Rotten treatment even for 
a criminal such as he, but the iron 
must be struck while it is hot. 

Owen, the brains of the gang and 
king of horse thieves, comes to the 
rescue. Blame all on Russell. 
Having thus committed themselves, 
what can they do now but stick to 
the story they told Judge Morrison at 
Stettler? 

Inspector Fisher was put on the 
stand here to prove that he was not 
a thief,~or something of that sort. He 
admitted having taken a statement 
from Carlos (while denying that he 
beat up Carlos, as the latter said he 
did). What is the difference between 
Russell taking down their statements 
and Fisher taking them down, except 
that Russell didn’t beat them up. 

Confessions tc the police are not 
very popular now. The third degree 
is becoming more and more unpopular 


in this country and every other. 
Quite properly so. 

In regard to circumstantial evi- 
dence offered in regard to _ the 


cheque, it is just as easy to believe 
other theories as the one submitted 
by the Crown. 

My learned friend found that the 
further he went’ with his case, the 
worse it got. I don’t blame him 
for dropping it when he did without 
calling the other witnesses. 

Your verdict must be found on 
the evidence. Sometimes jurymen are 
influenced by rumors. You cannot 
use any facts or statements you have 
heard outside this Court. If you 
have reasonable doubt of the guilt of 
the accused, it is your duty to dis- 
miss the case. I submit that you 
should do so without retiring to the 
jury room. 


HIS LORDSHIP'S CHARGE _. 
TO THE JURY 


Counsel have gone so exhaustively 
and so fairly in the case that very 
little is necessary for me. It is my 
duty to point out the law bearing on 
the case; there is no responsibility on 
me regarding the verdict. 

The burden of establishing the 
guilt of the accused is ‘on the Crown. 
There is no ‘burden on the defence of 
proving his. innocence. You must 
satisfy yourselves beyond reasonable 
doubt if you find him guilty. 

Several Shearers were arrested in 


August. Apparently they contem- 
plated such a possibility and prepared 
fictitious bills of sale. The case 
was not reached at the Stettler 


Court sittings. During the trial here 
in January last certain evidence was 
given and these charges have grown 
out of that. 

When placed on trial again in 
Stettler in March, Ira pleaded guilty. 
This was a surprise to Mr. Russell 
and Mr. Moyer, ‘counsel ‘for the 
Shearers, and they withdrew frsm the 
case. The Shearers then claimed 
that the evidence they had been giv- 
ing was false. 

It is admitted that the chief wit- 
nesses in this case have been guilty 
of horsestealing and other criminal 
acts. It is a serious matter to find a 
person guilty on such evidence. A 
horse thief may be truthful. He may 
refuse to commit other crimes, even 
though he is a horse thief; but these 
people have confessed perjury as 
well. It is only right that you 
should feel some hesitation in accept- 
ing their testimony. If there were no 
other evidence, you would hesitate 
long, no matter how many of them 
there might ‘be. 

Reference has been made to the 
force of the unsupported evidence of 
accomplices. If these people worked 
together they may be considered as 
accomplices. 

One circumstance that you should 


consider in weighing the probabilities: 


of the case, is what inducement there 
would be for counsel to make a 
false defence. A lawyer would know 
what such a course would lead to, if 
detected. You must expect some 
reasonable motive. 

Again, what paphobe would there 
be for these people to perjure them- 
selves to convict Russell. Perjury 
in this case is subject to life impris- 
onment. What is the probability of 
Ira, after his two brothers have been 
convicted and sentenced, considering 
the possibility of hitching the blame 
on to some more responsible party? 
It is for you to decide. 

Ira remained in jail several months. 
It is not fair to say he was only sen- 
tenced to 22 days on each charge. 
Judges usually take the time that a

of deciding the case is not on me. 
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prisoner has been confined into con- 
sideration, . 

The Shearers’ knew the value of 
bills of sale. Is it reasonable to sup- 
pose that they would go on with that 
line of defence for the purpose of 
showing that they got the stock legiti- 
mately from someone else? That 
defence was supplemented by the 
charge that the bills of sale had been 
stolen. It has been intimated that 
counsel thought the bills of sale 
would not stand examination and they 
must be free from the necessity of 
producing them. 

. You are not bound to believe any or 
all of the evidence. You may believe 
some’ and reject some. If you con- 
clude that Russell didn't suggest the 
story ebout the bills of sale, but tkat 
he knew it was false, it is for you to 
say if {it does not come under the 
charge of counselling and procuring 
to give false testimony. The crime is, 
committed if proven on any one of 
the charges; it is not necessary that 
they be all proven. - 

The: conduct of the Shearer defence 
by the accused is proper matter for! 
consideration. On the argument that 
nothing was said about Mahoney tak- 
ing the bills of ‘sale, there are circum- 
stances pointing to guilt that are not 
altogether consistent with innocence. 

The typewritten statement alleged 
to have been prepared by Russell 
bears internal evidence of a statement 
that counsel would take down. On 
the face of it, it looks like that; but, 
this being sent to Mrs. Shearer just 
before the trial is different. The 
postmaster’s evidence that a letter 
was sent is some confirmation of that 
story. Why a witness should have 
submitted to him what he {s to say is 
a question to be considered. 

The second charge, fabrication of 
evidence, is wrought up with the 
other. Regarding the memorandum 
book, it was an important factor in the 
case for the witness to have this to 
refresh his memory. The procuring 
of that book would be fabricating 
(manufacturing) of evidence. Clearly, 
it was not a book that they had. The 
source from which it was secured is 
of little consequence. It was got. If 
that was done at the instance of 
Russell, he is guilty of fabrication, 


even if he didn’t tell them all to write 


in it. 
You say the witnesses, you must
